SPARKS FROM MARK; 

The fifth element of the spirituality of the 
pastoral council deals with the spirituality of 
failure. Brother Loughlan Sofield talks about 
one of the most important elements of the 
pastoral council is that they must learn to fail 
from time to time. He says that "failure" is a 
characteristic of "bold people". He goes on to 
say, "that people who never take bold initiatives 
are usually fearful of failure". 

I believe the Gospel itself call us to be bold in 
the way we live and proclaim our faith in Christ. 
To be a disciple of Christ means one must be 
willing to take risks by being open and attuned 
to the Holy Spirit who moves us and calls us to 
action. The pastoral council is called to model 
this type of faith and never be afraid to fail in 
their role as leaders in the parish community. 

However, it seems that there is so much 
pressure to be successful at all costs that when 
we do not succeed or fail it becomes a sign of 
our weaknesses in our lives which is 
discouraging. It has been drilled into us since 
we were young that what we are really called to 
seek is perfection, in all the things we do. I love 
Mother Theresa's line when she says, "we are 
not called to success but we are called to 
faithfulness". In addition, St. Francis de Sales 
also has a powerful line about failure "to get up 


after falling repeatedly is more pleasing God 
than if we did not fall". 

It is my hope that the new pastoral council 
will never be afraid of failure and that they may 
always be bold in their faith calling and 
challenging us a parish community to grow and 
to be always be open to the Spirit of Christ in 
our lives.
